State Adopts Tougher 
Strip Mining Rules 

The Kentucky Strip Mine and 
Reclamation Commission ap- 
proved regulations preventing 
strip and auger mining on 
many steep slopes here in Eas- 
ter Kentucky. 

The new rules were adopted 
after two public hearings and 
informal talks with operators 
and conservationists. 

Gov. Edward Breathitt order- 
ed them drawn up after touring 
strip mining operations in both 
Eastern and Western Kentucky. 

The regulations will be hi et 
feet within 39 days 

They prohibit strip and auger 
mining on all slopes steeper 
than 65 percent in Eastern Ken 
lucky. For that niaxiuin per- 
centage. a niaxiuin bench width 
of 45 feet is allowed 

J (J. Mat lick Stale Natural 
Resources Commission said 
that all operators in Eastern 
Kentucky would have to con- 
struct a "filter area” below the 
operation t o prevent water 
from running off the side of 
the mountain.

LEMON DELIMIT MARMALADE 
Yield: about 7 medium glasses 
lirups prepared fruit ((> lemon--, I 1 /] cups 
water, and '2 teaspoon baking soda) 

S cups (2 Vi lb.) sugar 
\'i bottle Ccrto Fruit Berlin 

First prepare the fruit. Remove -kins in quartos from fi medium- 
sire lemons. Lay quarters flat; shave off ami discard about half of 
white part. With a sharp knife or scissqrs, slice remaining rind 
very fine or chop or grind. Add 1 'j cup- water and * a teaspoon 
baking soda; bring to a boil and simmer covered 20 minutes, stirring 
occasionally. Section or chop peeled fruit; discard seeds. Add pulp 
and juice to undrained cooked rind. Simmer covered 10 minutes 
longer. Measure 3 cups into a 'cry large saucepan. 

Then make the marmalade. Thoroughly mix sugar into fruit in 
saucepan. Place over high heat, bring to a full rolling boil, and boil 
hard 1 minute, stirring constantly. Remove from heat and at once 
stir in fruit pectin. Skim off foam with metal spoon. Then stir and 
skim for 7 minutes to cool slightly and to prevent floating fruit. 
Ladle quickly into glasses, (.'over at once with ‘i inch hot paraffin.
